New Law Regarding Cutting 
of Weeds Interests Farmers

A law passed by the la st Indiana 
legislature, affecting land owners, is 
one which m any farm ers are not yet 
fam iliar with. 
The aet specifies a 
time fo r cutting weeds, briers and 
other such grow ths along their lands 
and is of especial im portance. 
L a ­ 
der the provisions of the statu te, the 
work i- to be done between June 15 
and Septem ber I. 
L and owners f a ­ 
miliar with the law have sta rte d their 
work. 
The law i- found in ch a p te r UIS of 
the 1915 a c ts and is entitled *‘uu aet 
concerning the cutting down and de­ 
stroying of briers, thistles burrs, wii- 
K ws, docks, -ulnae and other noxious 
weed- by ow ner- of lands along pu b ­ 
lic highw ays. 
It is as follow s: 
Section I.— Be it enacted 
by

diana, T h at all land owners through 
or along whose lands

way.- are laid out and extended, be­ 
tween the 15th day of June and the 
1st d ay of Septem ber iii each

stroyed, fo r the length and distance 
of the -aid highw ay

along or 
through 
such 
lands,

briers, thistles, burrs docks, willows,

shrubs and all oth er grow ths which 
in any m anner either p artly or wholly 
ob-trut t the view* of any such high­ 
w ays along, through or contiguous to 
such lands. 
See. 2.— Any land owner who shall 
comply with the provisions of

lowed fo r such w ork o r service the 
sum of $1.50 per day, eight hours to

titude of indifference and apathy. 
Enlistments fell off, 
labor troubles 
increased, and though day bv day 
saw the Germans more strongly en­ 
trenched 
than ever 
and 
offering 
fiercer 
resistance, 
“business 
as 
usual” and “ pleasure as usual” con­ 
tinued to be tho watchword of the 
Vast majority of the British nation. 
First came the row in the Admir- 
llty, between the First Lord, Win­ 
ton Uhureliill, and the First 
Sea 
ami, Admiral Fisher. Churchill, the 


civilian head of the navy— to whom 
the Empire owes an everlasting debt 
of gratitude for mobilizing the fleet 
before the declaration of war 
and 
thus saving to Britain the control of 
the 
seas.—embarked 
the country 
upon the di-a-trous Dardanelle- a d ­ 
venture, over the protests of Fisher 
without tile knowledge of the Cabinet 
generally until atter the enterprise 
had gotten too tar along to lie aban­ 
doned. 
Churchill didn't figure for a 
minute that the Dardanelle" could 
be forced bv -hip- alone, a- -ome 
Bilks 
have 
charged, but lie 
did 
figure on Greece coming in and with 
lier army 
assisting on land. 
This 
time lie guessed wrong. 
The Yene- 
zelos cabinet fell at the critical time 
and Greece kept out.

arisen between Field Marshall, 
Sir 
John 
French and his chief, 
Lord 
Kitchener, 
over 
the question 
of 
munitions. 
French had been bombarding tho 
War Office almost ever since the war 
started for an adequate supply of 
high explosive shells, 
In nearly ev­ 
ery dispatch since No ave Chapelle lie 
had been asking, begging, imploring 
and even 
demanding 
an increased 
percentage of til is kind of ammuni­ 
tion. 
Ile had plenty of shrapnel, but 
shrapnel—which was a very effec­ 
tive weapon in the Boer war— was 
about as useful against the strongly 
concerted trenches of dei man- as 
water from a sprinkling eau. Kitch­ 
ener kept sending Sir John shrapnel 
in hugh quantities, but ignored 
his 
plea for increased 
percentage 
of 
high 
explosive-, 
although, >o 
his 
friends 
assert, 
there 
were 
large 
stores 
of the latter available. One 
result of this lack of high explosives 
at the British front was the practi­ 
cal failure of the British in the re­ 
cent combined offensive 
which they 
undertook with the French.

ed as against the French 2,000— al­ 
though the French were operating 
over a larger front— owing to

The Conservatives,

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New Law Regarding Cutting 
| 


of Weeds Interests Farmers )=

A law passed by the last Indiana 


legislature, affecting land owners, is 
one which many farmers are not yet 
familiar with. 
The act specifies a 


time for cutting weeds, briers and 
other such growths along their lands 
and is of especial importance. 
Un- 


der the provisions of the statute, the 
work is to be done between June 15 
and September 1. Land owners fa- 
miliar with the law have started their 
work. 


The law is found in chapter 11)8 of 


the 1915 acts and.is entitled, "ua act 
concerning the cutting down and de- 
stroying of briers, thistles burrs, wil- 
lows, docks, sumac and other noxious 
weeds by owners of lands along pub- 
lic highways. It is as follows: 


.Section 1.—Be it enacted by the 


general assembly of the state of In- 
diana, That all land owners through 
or along whose lands public high- 
ways are laid out and extended, be- 
tween the 15th day of June and the 
1st day of September in each year, 
shall cut down or cause to be cut 
down and destroy or cause to be de- 
stroyed, for the length and distance 
of the said highway 
shall 
extend 


along or through such lands, all 
briers, thistles, burrs docks, willows, 
sumac, reeds, cattails, 
tall grass, 


shrubs and all other growths which 
in any manner either partly or wholly 
obstruct the view of any such high- 
ways along, through or contiguous to 
.such lands. 


Sec. 2.—Any land owner who shall 


comply with the provisions of 
this 


section one of this act, shall be al- 
lowed for such work or service the 
sum of $1.50 per day, eight hours to 
constitute a day, and at a propor- 
tionate rate for each fraction of a 
day for each day necessarily em- 
ployed there at; the work to be done 
under the direction of the supervisor 
in charge of said road district and to 
be credited upon his road taxes 
as 


other work is credited. 
' 


See. 3.—If any such laud owner 


shall refuse 
or neglect 
to comply 


with the provisions of this act, the 
.said road supervisor, upon his own 
motion or upon complaint made by 
any interested person, shall institute 
an investigation of such condition 
or complaint; and if it appears that 
the provisions of this act have not 
been complied with it shall he the 
duty of said supervisor to cut down 
or cause to be cut down and destroy 
or cause to be destroyed, forthwith 
the oners, burrs, thistles, docks, 
willows, sumac, reeds, cattails, tall 
grass, shrubs, and all other growths, 
which in any manner either partly or 
wholly obstruct the view of any pub- 
lic highway along, or contiguous to 
such lands, and the expenses of the 
work, at the rate of $1.50 a day, in- 
cluding all costs 
of investigation, 


shall be assessed,against and become 
a lien upon such land as road taxes. 
The tax so assessed shall be known 
and designated as a special weed tas. 


The road supervisor in charge of 
the work shall prepare an itemized 
statement 
of the total cost of the 


work, including the cost of the labor 
and of the investigation, and he shall 
sign the statement and certify it to 
the county auditor in the county in 
which lauds are located. The county 
auditor shall place the same on the 
tax duplicate and it shall be the duty 
of the county treasurer and he is 
hereby required to collect all 
such 


special weed taxes at the same time 
and in the same manner as road 
taxes are collected, he shall 
have- 


no authority to issue a receipt 
for 


road taxes unless the special weed 
tux is paid in full at the same time. 
Special weed taxes which shall not be 
paid when due shall become delin- 
quet, shall bear same interests and 
be subject to the same penalties and 
shall be collected at the same time 
and in the same manner as other un- 
paid and delinquent taxes. If the 
work of cutting and destroying such 
briers; thistles, burrs, docks, willows, 
sumac, reeds, cattails, tall grass, 
shrubs and all other growths which 
in any manner partly or wholly ob- 
struct the view of any highway shall 
be performed on any free gravel or 
macadam highway in this state, the 
work shall be done under the super- 
vision of the county highway super- 
intendent and the land owner per- 
forming such work shall be allowed 
for such service the same pay 
as 


provided in section two to be paid 
out of gravel road fund and a special 
weed tax for 
the payment of the 


same shall be collected and paid in 
the 
same manner 
as hereinbefore 


provided for special weed tax in this 
section. 


Sec. 4.—Any person who violates 


the provisions 
of this act shall be 


guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction thereof shall be fined not 
less than $5.00 nor more than ten 
dollars for each separate and dis- 
tinct offense. 


Sec. 5.—An act entitled, "An act 


concerning the cutting down and de- 
stroying of burrs, tliistles, briers, 
docks and other noxious weeds by 
owners of lands along public high- 
ways," approved March 3. 1907, is 
hereby repealed.

Such an example of hit-and-miss 


legislation was never portrayed as 
that of the last Democratic congress, 
which, in seeking to encouraging the 
upbuilding of a merchant 
marine,

Berlin, June 20.—A strong editor- 


ial in the Berliner Tagesblatt, power- 
ful exponent of the German chan- 
cellor's policies, was expected today 
to have a most important influence 
on the German-American situation.

That is confirmed by what I learn

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+ MEtHODS TO KEEP MEAT * 


UNTAINTEb IN SUMMER. 


A few simple precautions will aid 


the housewife in keeping meat un- 
tainted in hot weather. It is, of 
course, common knowledge that the 
higher the temperature, the quicker 
meat will spoil, but the family's sup- 
ply is not absolutely at the mere}' 
of the thermometer. Ice and cleanli- 
ness are two great weapons, of de- 
fense. 


For ninny families a refrigerator 


is obviously out of the question, but 
it is perhaps better to have no re- 
frigerator at all than a 
neglected 


one. Merely to wash it out occasion- 
ally does little good; it should be 
throughly scalded at frequent inter- 
veals, particularly the dnrin. This, if 
overlooked, is apt to harbor fun- 
gous growths, which may spread to 
the 
food. 
On 
one 
occasion 


a 
man 
applied to 
the 
Depart- 


ment of Agriculture because he had 
found that -a joint of beef placed in 
his refrigerator had turned a pecu- 
liar bright red. Upon examination it 
was ascertained that the meat was 
covered with 
a 
peculiar 
fungous 


growth due entirely to the condition 
of the refrigerator. Growths of this 
kind do not always advertise them- 
selves so prominently and 
there 


may lie much evil in an ice-box that 
the eye can not detect. 


If the refrigerator drain is nut 


thoroughly cleaned, moreover, it is 
likely to become choked, the water 
is not carried off quickly enough and 
little pools are left standing in the 
interior. Dampness is one 
of 
the 


conditions most'favorable to bacter- 
ial growth. An ice box in this state 
will not protect food long. It is, in 
fact, a wise precaution to wipe the 
interior of a refrigerator every day 
with a dry cloth. 


The temperature of the 
average 


refrigerator is higher 
than 
most 


persons suppose, and in those liouse- 
'holds where a regular supply of ice 
is not obtainable, a cool cellar, a 
spring house or the depths of a well 
may serve somewhat the same pur- 
pose. 
On farms where there is an 


ice house, the meat may bo placed in 
some form .of. closed retainer 
and 


.buried in the ice. In any event, the 
meat must be carefully screend from 
flies.

The recent cabinet crisis came ris 


no surprise to those who have had 
the opportunity of observing 
fr6m 


the near-inside Great Britian's cdn- 
fliiot of 
the war in the past feV 


months — and especially the past few 
weeks. 
While the German 
people 


had steadily become more united and 
determined, with the successful pro- 
secution of the war the one thing 
upper most in the mind of every man, 
woman and child in the Fatherland, 
nothing apparently could jar 
the 


people of England out of their at- 
titude of indifference and apathy. 
Enlistments fell off, labor troubles 
increased, and though day by day 
saw the Germans more strongly en- 
trenched 
than ever 
and 
offering 


fiercer resistance, 
"business 
as 


usual" and "pleasure as .usual" con- 
tinued to be the watchword of the 
vast majority of the British nation. 


First came the row in the Admir- 


alty, between the First Lord, Win- 
ston Churchill, and the First 
Sea 


Lord, Admiral Fisher. Churchill, the 


civilian head of the navy—.to whom 
the Empire owes an everlasting de'bt 
of gratitude for mobilizing the fleet 
before the .declaration of war 
and 


thus saving to Britian the control of 
tlie.. seas,—embarked 
the country 


upon the disastrous Dardanelles ad- 
venture, over the protests of Fisher 
without the knowledge of the Cabinet 
generally until after the enterprise 
Jiad gotten too far along to be aban- 
doned. Churchill didn't figure for a 
minute that'the Dardanelles could 
be. forced by ships alone, as some 
folks 
have 
charged, but he 
did 


figure on Greece coming in and with 
her army assisting on land. 
This 


time he guessed wrong. 
The Ycne- 


zelos cabinet fell at the critical time 
and Greece kept out. The naval at- 
tack failed, and a large expedition- 
ary land force had to he sent by the 
Allies. 
Churchill continued to ex- 


ercise his control over matters 
of 


purely naval strategy, until 
Ffsher 


couldn't stand it any longer. 
lie 


handed Premier Asquith his resigna- 
tion—but with a string tied to it. 
If 
Asquith would fire Churchill 


Fisher would stay. 


Just about this time the scandal in 


the army which had been brewing for 
several 
weeks, 
boiled 
over. The 


British public came as near to being 
shocked as 
it ever does when it 


learned that a serious quarrel had 
arisen between Field Marshall. Sir 
John 
French and his chief, 
Lord 


Kitchener, 
over 
the question 
of 


munitions. 


French had been bombarding the 


War Office almost ever since the war 
started for an adequate supply of 
high explosive shells. In nearly ev- 
ery dispatch since Neuvc Cliapelle he 
had been asking, begging, imploring 
and even 
demanding an increased 


percentage of this kind of ammuni- 
tion, lie had plenty of shrapnel, but 
shrapnel—which was a very effec- 
tive weapon in the Boer war—was 
about as useful against the strongly 
concerted trenches of Germans as 
water from a sprinkling can. Kitch- 
ener kept sending Sir John shrapnel 
in hugh quantities, but ignored 
his 


plea for increased 
percentage of 


high 
explosives, 
although, so 
hi? 


friends assert, 
there were large 


stores 
of the latter available. One 


result of this lack of high explosives 
at the British front was the practi- 
cal failure of the British in the re- 
cent combined offensive 
which they 


undertook with the French. 
In one 


engagement the British lost 15.000 
men in killed, wounded and captur- 
ed as against the French 2,000—al- 
though the French were operating 
over a larger front—owing to 
the 


fact that the British artillery fire 
liad failed effectively 
to clear 
the 


ground for the infantry advance. 


Threatened 
revelations in 
this 


connection 
precipitated the crisis. 


The Conservatives, 
who had 
sup- 


ported 
the government 
from 
the 


start, although they had no say in 
the conduct of the war, decided at 
last that it wns time to act. 
Bonar 


Law, their leader, intimated to 
As- 


quith 
that, 
he could not 
prevent 


ventilation of the scandal on 
the 


floor 
of the House. 
The Liberals 


cried "blackmail!" But Asqnith, for- 
seeing that the active antagonism of 
'he 
Opposition, 
in these 
circum- 


stance?, would mean the disruption 
of the 
already badly 
disorganized 


Liberal ministry, took the only pos- 
sible eonrse: *'He invited the Oppos- 
ition to join'hun in the formation 
of a coalition ministry for the per- 
iod of the war "alone. 


It is a tribute not 
only to As- 


quith's statesmanship but also to his 
remarkable hold over his followers 
that he was able quickly to bring 
his party into line. 
The Liberal 


membership 
of the House 
held a 


meeting immediately after 
Asqnith 


had announced from the floor that a 
coalition 
ministry 
was being ar- 


ranged. 
They began 
to "rock the 


boat," but Asqnith, who appeared on 
the scene just in time quietly, but" 
firmly saitl, "Gentlemen, if you 
are 


not satisfied you may have my re- 
signation-." 
That wns enough.
